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A Time for Creative Competition 


T isn’t always easy to distinguish between creative 
competition and the kind of competition that 
destroys everything: In one sense business is 

like a game and every business man might chant with 
profit, ““My competitors will get my customers—if— 
I—don’t—watch—out!”’ This is good for competi- 
tors and consumers alike. But there isn’t much call 
for hammer-play. 

The other day an incident happened in our young 
life that we thought rather suggestive. We had got 
some leather from a concern and we went to another 
concern to get a different kind of leather. As we un- 
rolled our parcel to wrap up our second sample, the 
second merchant asked very courteously, ‘““May I 
examine what you brought with you?”’ He turned the 
skin over to see the manufacturer’s stamp, he turned 
it back again and ran his hand over it lovingly. “A 
finely tanned skin!’’ he said with ungrudging praise. 

Our reaction was immediate. ‘Here,’’ we thought, 
“is a man who takes pride in his business and if we 
want a finely tanned skin, we'll go to him.” 

We believe that praise of a competitor would bring 
the same reaction seven times out of ten. 

The fallacy, we suppose, is in <ainking that the 
success of one member of the guild is necessarily to 
the disadvantage of all the others. Any business is 
something like a mother lode of rich ore that all the 
members are busy working. If anybody thinks the 
mother lode of the shoe business is exhausted, he has 
another guess coming. Why, the surface hasn’t even 
been scratched yet. But sometimes some of us seem 
to be working pretty hard to get pay gravel. The 
hinge in our back begins to creak. Then, suddenly, 


over the brow of the hill comes a great shout. One 
of our fellow workers has found a nugget. Another 
nugget—and maybe a larger one—may lie right under 
our own pick and shovel. Does that nerve our arm 
and heal our hinge and start us digging? Well, just 
about like a terrier in a woodchuck’s hole! And that’s 
creative competition. 

Creative competition is the keynote of the great 
convention—it is what makes good business even 
better. It is a wonderful spirit to create. With over 
1,300 shoe manufacturers in active competition, one 
with some other; with thousands of retail shoe mer- 
chants each doing business on a competitive basis, 
there is guaranteed economy of price and the best sort 
of public service. Creative competition—each mer- 
chant at the convention is creating ideas for the 
betterment of his business— his striving causes his 
neighbor to strive—and the result is transmitted to 
the ultimate consumer. 


Asking Him to Relent 


T is a curious industrial spectacle, that of the 
whole world standing hat in hand before the 
favored American worker, timorously asking him, 
“Will you not please moderate your demands and 
abate your wastefulness so that we may get the rest 
of the world moving again? Will you not please slow 
up your call for luxuries, such as diamonds and 
jewelry, furs, flivvers, phonographs and general gim- 
cracks, so that workers may be released to produce 
more and cheaper food for all of us, more fuel to warm 
us, more clothing and shoes and more houses to live 
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in?” That is the basic problem of the whole affair; 
it is getting more working force diverted away from 
production of luxuries and into the production of 
necessaries. It is a problem in which every citizen, 
whatever his calling, has a direct and personal 
interest. 

The man who has personal acquaintance and influ- 
ence with workers is missing an opportunity and shirk- 
ing a duty if he does not use every chance to “‘talk 
sense’ to them, and to point out the possibilities in 
the way of laying aside a nest-egg of savings. 

If people generally do not save, then the Govern- 
ment will have to continue its tax-assaults on busi- 
ness and business men, in order to keep things mov- 
ing, and such a process cannot go on indefinitely 
without something slipping, to the damage of every- 
body, workers themselves the most of all. 





A “Rule of Reason’’ in Strikes 


HE question, ““When does a strike die a natural 
death?”’ seems to have had definite answer in 
Toledo. Last Summer a number of operatives in a big 
automobile factory went on strike, reducing the force 
to about 1,000 men. Many of them came back and 
with other workers filled the ranks, so that that factory 
today is working full force, with over 13,000 men 
employed. A protest against further picketing was 
granted by the authorities, who thus stated the 
case: . 

“The privilege of picketing is granted for the pur- 
pose of enabling strikers to state their grievances to 
other workers. In this instance picketing has pro- 
gressed for six months. It must be presumed that the 
workers now employed have been fully informed of 
the grievances of the picketing strikers and that they 
do not consider them sufficient. When a concern is 
found to have completely filled its working forces with 
employes who are not only capable and competent, 
but are contented with conditions, continuing thus for 
months, it must be held that the strike has failed, and 
that the ex-employes are to be considered as outsiders, 
from whom further annoyance and interference are not 
to be tolerated. Further interference can only be 
regarded as an unwarranted conspiracy to injure.” 
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Insistent Demand for Luxuries 


NE of the economic experts who contributed to 
an annual review of business pointed out the 
fact that continuing the insistent demand for luxuries 
was sure to operate toward keeping up the prices of 
necessities, through diverting labor and energy to 
their production. This is a notable truth which has 
had many illustrations during the last few years. 
The spending of money for luxuries by those who 
have plenty may result to the disadvantage of those 
who have not plenty. For example, when buyers of 
fine automobiles insist, as they do, upon the use of fine 
leather to the extent of hundreds of thousands of 
cattle hides annually for upholstery and tops, they 
thereby stimulate the price of shoes to the poorest of 
workers, as well as others. 

In the search for non-essential industries during the 
war, it was found that nearly 20,000 workers were 
listed as making ‘artificial flowers for women’s hats.” 
Most of these were diverted to Red Cross work; the 
women of the country wore plainer hats, and the 
wounded had more bandages and hospital comforts. 
So it was with many other trades; but peace has set 
them all back to the producing of luxuries and non- 
essentials, with renewed zest. The same workers can- 
not turn out two different products at the same time. 
The workers who are producing luxuries cannot be 
producing food, clothing, household and kitchen 
furnishings, tableware, shoes and other necessities, 
nor can they be building houses for us. Inthe world’s 
present circumstances, is it advisable or indeed en- 
tirely right morally that everyone who has money 
shall spend it exactly as he pleases, without regard for 
the incidental effect on others? 





Co-operative Repair Shops 


HE scarcity of competent shoe repairers has 
led a number of merchants to suggest that 
some plan of a co-operative repair shop be 
worked out, so that a number of merchants in each 
community could own and operate such an institution, 
which would do the repair work for the various stores 
interested in the enterprise. 
With the increase in the price of shoes to consumers,

has come a corresponding increase in shoe repair 
work. 

People are giving more attention to the care of their 
shoes and to keep them in good repair than ever 
before. 

At the same time, the old-time shoemaker, skilled 
in not only making shoes, but in performing the vari- 
ous functions required in repairing them, is fast 
disappearing. 

Modern machinery has largely supplanted hand 
work, but difficulty is encountered in most communi- 
ties in finding men who are competent to put on a new 
welt, put in a new box toe, apply a neat patch, or do 
many other things needful in the repair shop besides 
running a machine that will stitch on the bottom. 

The co-operative repair shop is an idea that might 
well be studied and given serious consideration. 
Quantity buying of materials, the reduction in over- 
head expenses, and many other commendable points, 
are embraced in the plan. 

In almost every city, there are shops that do the 
repair work for a number of stores. These, however, 
are usually privately owned institutions, and generally 
do work for individuals as well as stores. . 

It is the belief of several merchants who have ex- 
pressed opinions on the matter that a co-operative 
repair shop owned by a group of merchants, could 
and would render better service and at the same time 
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be made to yield a substantial profit on the invest- 
ment. 

The suggestion of a co-operative repair shop, 
jointly owned by a number of merchants, shows con-

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CHICAGO NATIONAL SHOE EXPOSITION 


Second Semi-Annual Event—Big Attendance 
of Retail Shoe Merchants 


The second semi-annual event of the National 
Shoe Travelers’ Association started on Monday, 
January 5, and continued with its full quota of 
interesting exhibits and events until today, Saturday, 
January 10. The value of the Chicago National Shoe 
Exposition was well demonstrated to those manu- 
facturers and wholesalers as well as to the retail shoe 
merchants who attended the exposition held last 
July. This demonstration doubtless accounts for 

‘ the very large number of registrations during the 
past week. More shoe merchants registered during 
the first two days of the present show than registered 
in three days of the initial attempt in July. 


Interesting Displays 

The number of displays was limited only by the 
space available. Every salesroom was a veritable 
bee-hive of information seekers. Merchants were 
interested in studying styles and prices for Fall, 1920, 
in filling in gaps left open in their Spring buying and 
gaps made by the unprecedented business which the 
retail shoe merchants throughout the central West 
have recorded in November and December. Stylish 
shoes for both men and women were bought for 
Spring delivery. Many new lasts were shown. 
Service and work shoes were bought by merchants 
conservatively, but in good volume. 

From the orders booked, there seemed to be no 
indication that merchants are afraid of four-inch 
vamps. 

Fixtures and accessories claimed unusual attention

. | facturers who displayed bought large space in the 
Chicago daily papers during the exposition.

He stated that all members of the organization 
would take active part in the convention and ex- 
position. 

Frank Bailey, president of the salesmen’s organiza- 
tion, announced that he would come from Duluth 
with a delegation of sixty to attend the convention 
and exposition in March.

RECORD OF EXPANSION 


W. H. McElwain Company Increase Stock and 
Plan New Buildings 


The W. H. McElwain Company held a meeting 
of its directors and stockholders on Thursday last, 
at which they increased their first preferred outstand- 
ing stock $2,500,000. Two million dollars of this is 
of a new issue and the other $500,000 was authorized 
last Spring. This company is going to increase its 
second preferred stock by $500,000. This will be 
largely management stock. The common stock will 
be increased $500,000. The company intends to 
reduce the par value of its second preferred and com- 
mon stock from $100 the share to $50 the share, thus 
making it easy for the employes of the McElwain 
Company to acquire this stock. 


A New Addition 


The company intends to build a new addition to its 
Claremont factory, doubling its capacity. Its present 
output is 225 dozen daily. This will be increased to 
450 dozens. A new power house is being built at 
Newport, New Hampshire. 

Among its future plans is a new tannery to be built 
at Manchester, where the W. H. McElwain Company 
will tan its own hides. These plans are at present in 
their infancy and probably nothing will be done until 
next Fall.

HE Ninth Anovual Convention of the National 
Shoe Travelers’ Association opened Tuesday 
morning, January 6, at the Hotel Gibson. 

The address of welcome was made by Carl Jacobs, 

Vice-Mayor of Cincinnati. President J. P. Byrne 

gave a review of the year’s work and characterized 

the year as one of achievement and progress. During 
the year, Mr. Byrne has earnestly and persistently 
endeavored to obtain a change in the ruling of the 

Internal Revenue Department in placing flat salaried 

and commission salesmen on the same basis as other 

salesmen with reference to deductions 
and exemptions in filing their income 
tax. 

Report of Secretary 


National-Secretary, Fred W. Stan- 
ton, followed with a resume of the 
year’s progress. The membership 
has grown to 2,653, an increase of 
30 percent. Mr. Stanton has settled 
many claims and pointed out the 
benefit of the association to individ- 
uals through this work. The treas- 
urer’s report showed a balance of 
over $5,000 on hand. Secretary 
Stanton then announced the affilia- 
tion of two new associations, from 
Los Angeles and Milwaukee. It 
was reported that the Legislative 
Committee showed the adoption of 
the Absentee Voting Law by seven 
new States during the year, greatly 
due to committees’ efforts.

Minor amendments were made in the constitution 
and by-laws. The Educational Committee com- 
mended the Rochester, Cincinnati and Chicago Asso- 


ciations for efficiency in creating interest and promot- + 


ing style shows. It was suggested that an exposition 
of national scope be held under the auspices of the 
National. 
Chicago Wins Cup 
Chicago won the loving cup for the greatest per- 
centage increase in membership for the year, it having 
grown from 190 to 403.

Co-operation with Merchants 


BE IT RESOLVED: That we endorse the ac- 
tions of many local divisions in securing for their 
members associate membership in their State retail 
shoe dealers’ associations and we recommend that our 
national association, through some means, use their 
most earnest efforts to at once have all shoe travelers 
who are in good standing in the National Shoe Travel- 
ers’ Association and who desire to be admitted as 
associate members in the National Shoe Retailers’ 
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Association, become such, with all privileges except 
the right to vote, knowing as we well do that the suc- 
cess of a traveling shoe man absolutely depends upon 
the success of the retail shoe merchant, and there can 
be no question but what all shoe travelers should 
co-operate with them in all their actions, as mutual 
efforts are necessary, and by this means we can easily 
build up our own membership to include almost all 
who are eligible. 


Oppose Price Stamping 


The National Shoe Travelers’ Association hereby 
records its emphatic opposition to any movement 
directed toward the framing of laws providing for 
the stamping of prices on shoes. An investigation of 
the shoe business will demonstrate, beyond any ques- 
tion of doubt, that such laws are not necessary; that 
the shoe business is keenly competitive, and conse- 
quently in no sense monopolistic in tendency. This 
fact alone is positive protection to the buying public 
against unfair prices for shoes. 


Oppose Mid-Season Styles 


The National Shoe Travelers’ Association declares 
against the folly of introducing mid-season styles and 
in particular such styles as comprehend extreme 
or radical changes. 


Deplore Unfair Propaganda 


The National Shoe Travelers’ Association declares 
that most of the propaganda relative to exorbitant 
prices for shoes is not founded on fact, and that a fair 
investigation of the shoe business, which the industry 
is on record as inviting, will establish the truth that 
profiteering is not the rule in the shoe business. 

The National Shoe Travelers’ Association regrets 
that the public should be given such statements as 
the one recently made by the Attorney-General of 
the United States in his speech in the city of Chicago, 
wherein he intimated that shoes costing $4.50 are 
being retailed for $18.00. There is absolutely no 
foundation for such intimation. It is unfair to the 
shoe trade and misleading to the public.

The nearly $50,000,000 increase in the Brockton 
shoe business over the record-breaking 1918 output 
was a revelation, representing 2,000,000 more pairs of 
shoes. This leads a Brockton shoe man to remark: 
“While there have been some differences, which are 
bound to occur in all human relations, still credit 
should go where it is due. To the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ Union’s calm, just and fair-wage policy is due 
much of the credit for Brockton’s lead in the world’s 
shoe business.” 

It is the most contented shoemaking city in the 
country, with 13,404 Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union 
members, and, as the Boston Herald remarks, ‘“‘Brock- 
ton is free from industrial troubles and seems to have 
become thoroughly cured of strikes; every labor dis- 
pute is settled by arbitration and the shoe workers 
are content.” Under the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
Union contract Brockton has made great strides. 
Every factory is running at top speed and the streets 
are free from loafers. A shoe worker who is idle in 
Brockton today is idle from choice.

LESSED is the man who knows what he wants. He stands some chance of getting it. 
When we went into the shoe business we knew some of the things we wanted, but some 
of the best things we've got out of the shoe business we didn’t even know we wanted 

when we first went in. 

Why, as a boy, did we crawl through a hole in the fence after we heard another boy at play 
in the next yard? Why, as a youth, did we join a school society? Why later did we join a 
college fraternity? Why did we become a Mason? We thought we wanted to know the secrets, 
to wear a pin, to find out what was happening on the other side of the fence. But what we were 
really looking for was a point of contact, a common denominator, a working basis, companion- 
ship, friendship, a unifying purpose and an inspiring ideal. These things we found in our lodge 
and in our fraternity. Often we found them on the other side of the fence. Always we found 
them in the shoe business. 

It's Shoe Business—Plus 

It was fun to find them in the shoe business because we weren't exactly looking for them 
there. We thought the shoe business was nothing but a business. We found that it was any- 
thing but. Of course it’s a business to begin with, but to end with it’s a good deal more. It’s 
business plus, and that little plus sign is the joker, the little catch that makes all the difference 
in the world. 

At first we thought that the great purpose of business was to make money, and so it is. 
But it wasn’t very long before we found out that the merchant who doesn't think about 
anything except the dollars pretty soon hasn't very many dollars to think about. Dollars area 
good deal like women. If you pursue them too eagerly, they run away from you. But if you 
assume a smiling indifference—or even a frowning indifference—they follow and stick around 
in clusters. 

Think in Terms of Public Service 

Of course business men are in business to make money. They figure profits, and the best 
way to get profits is to regard the monetary reward of business as something thrown in, as a 
sort of by-product rather than a direct result. The merchant who thinks of his business in 
terms of public service, who regards his enterprise as an entity demanding thought and 
loyalty and sacrifice such as he would give his city or his state or any ideal cause will find the 
kale sticking to him in bunches. Besides that, he'll enjoy his business and his business will 
keep him young. 

In Every Shoe Store—Fraternity 

That's what we found after we became familiar with the shoe business. We found that it 

had an ethic like a profession. We found that each individual enterprise was a self-contained

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entity demanding loyalty and unstinted sacrifice. And we found that each unit was only part 
of a larger whole. We found that we had joined a vast fraternity with lodges everywhere. 
Wherever there was a shoe store, there were we at home. 

The tangible, visible, audible, spectacular sign of this vast fraternity is the Con- 
vention of the National Shoe Retailers’ Association now being held in Boston. It 
is manifest in every sound and sight, in every delegate, in the booths, in the meetings, 
in the program, in the decorations, in the building, in the air, in everything. Fra- 
ternity! Fraternity! Unity! Unity! But unity in diversity. That’s the interest 
and the fun of it. The shoe men are all facing in the same direction, but they all 
have different faces. You can’t keep personality out of business or out of life and 
you wouldn’t want to. 

Take four brothers and let each open a shoe store on the four corners of two intersecting 
streets. Give them the same floor space, the same amount of window display, and let them 
cater to the same trade. How long do you suppose it would be before those stores began to 
differ from one another? Not much more than a minute. Henry’s store would look like Henry, 
and Bill's store would look like Bill; Pete's store like Pete, and Horatio’s like Horatio. There 
wouldn't have to be any signs over the doors. 

Those four shoe stores would speedily constitute a shoe-trade center. One of Pete's 
customers would come expecting to buy a pair of calfskin boots, but before he realized it he'd 
have bought rubber boots at Bill's, comfy slippers at Henry's, and some fine kid dress boots 
for the missus at Horatio’s store. The good of each would be the good of all—four sales where 
only one was intended. It would be much better business than if the stores, widely separated, 
stuck up like sore thumbs. 


The Business Fraternity 


Brotherhood, unity, diversity, personality are among the keynotes of the Na- 
tional Shoe Retailers’ Convention now being held in Mechanics Hall. The business 
fraternity forms the largest fraternity in the world today. 

Without casting any “‘asparagus,” we don’t see why salesmen aren't almost as intrepid 
as knights or even missionaries, and we don't see why the same thing isn't being accomplished 
in a little different way. 


To Understand People 


We don’t see why the message of peace on earth, good will to men can't be carried in the 
sample case. How can you have good business without peace; how can you sell goods unless 
you have the good will of the customer? You can't sell shirt-tails to Chinamen without under- 
standing Chinamen and when you understand people, you are apt to like them, and when you 
like them you don't feel disposed to injure them. We don't see why commerce shouldn't bring 
about a true internationalism that wouldn't involve the surrender of a single sovereign national 
right. 
Trade conventions are important factors in the advance of civilization. Is it too 
much to expect that international trade conventions will help to do for the world at 
large what the convention of the National Shoe Retailers is helping to do for America?

Conservative Figures Based on Re- 
ports from 1,500 Industries 


The boot and shoe manufacturing 
industry of Milwaukee achieved a re- 
markable record for 1919, it is revealed 
by the information available since ac- 
counts for the old year were closed. 
While all industries here made liberal 
gains over 1918, the strides made by the 
boot and shoe factories were particu- 
larly conspicuous. 

Conservative figures gathered from 
23 of the largest and most representa- 
tive boot and shoe factories in Mil- 
waukee show that the value of the prod- 
uct for 1919 was $39,702,371; the capi- 
tal employed, $12,512,960; the wages 
paid, $7,192,909; the number of em- 
ployes, 7,428. This indicates the for- 
midable position the industry holds in 
Milwaukee. 


Tannery Record 


The year’s record of the tannery 
industry of Milwaukee also is worthy of 
special mention. The figures from 12 
leading tanners show the value of the 
1919 output as $60,315,800; capital 
employed, $44,400,000; wages paid, 
$6,958,550, and number of employes, 
5,310. 

According to Willits Pollock,” statis- 
tician and manager of the commercial 
service department of the First Wiscon- 
sin National Bank, the Milwaukee 
district as a whole did 30 per cent more 
business in 1919 than in the previous 
year. This he says is due not to higher 
prices, but also to actual increase in 
production. 


Interesting Statistics 


‘Milwaukee has entered the ranks of 
Billion-Dollar Cities,” said Mr. Pollock. 
“The industrial production for 1919, 
not including repair work, public utility 
service or anything but strictly manu- 
facturing business, aggregated the huge 
sum of $781,170,125. The jobbing 
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Milwaukee 


business of the city amounts to approxi- 
mately $250,000,000 additional. The 
figures are based on reports furnished 
by 1,500 representative industries “and 
are conservative.” 


THE FACTORIES 


Show from Three to Five Months’ 
Business Ahead 


Boot and shoe factories began 1920 
with a considerable increase in unfilled 
orders over the same date a year ago. 
If no orders were taken from January 1 
forward, no factory would have any 
difficulty keeping in operation at maxi- 
mum capacity for three to five months. 
New business is resuming the steady 
stream of last Fall and early Winter. 
The holiday season brought the custom- 
ary halting tone, but jobbers and retail 
shoe merchants are off to a new start 
and providing all the business the manu- 
facturers can conveniently handle. The 
shortage of leather and other materials, 
and the dearth of good labor, naturally 
are limiting factors on output which 
must be reckoned with seriously. 


MILWAUKEE DELEGATION 


Leaves for Boston Saturday Eve- 
ning, January 10 

The Milwaukee delegation leaves 
Saturday evening, January 10, for the 
East, to be on the ground early. It is 
expected that there will be at least 100 
members in the party including mer- 
chants from the interior of Wisconsin. 
At Chicago the delegation will board a 
special train for Boston. Frank Cleve- 
land, secretary and manager of the 
Convention Bureau of the Association 
of Commerce, has been working like a 
beaver on arrangements and much credit 
is due him for the excellent results. 


RETAIL TRADE 


Many Sales—Price Situation Is Well

Following the meeting a luncheon 
was served in the store by members 
of the firm. 


Philadelphia 


HEAVY CLEARANCES 


Big Stocks Being Moved at Heavy 
Cuts in Prices 


The opening of this new year finds 
some pretty heavy clearance sales going 
on in the Philadelphia retail trade, sales 
which are heavy both in volume and in 
the degree to which prices are being cut. 
And it is also to be noted that in nearly 
all of these sales the greater emphasis, 
by far, is being laid on offerings of 
women’s footwear. This fact is attrib- 
uted to various causes by various 
merchants. The heavy run of bad 
weather before the Christmas holidays 


is given credit for a greater increase in 
the sale of men’s goods than women’s. 
It is also pointed out that men seemed 
to hold back on their purchases longer 
than women did as a result of the higher 
prices of last season over those of the 
preceding. Some merchants declared 
they found more difficulty in buying 
men’s shoes than women’s, and a few 
frankly confess that they overestimated 
the freedom with which women would 
buy at the present high prices. All of 
these factors must be considered as 
causes having more or less influence on 
the situation. There is no doubt that 
the weather did play an important part.

SPECIALS THIS SEASON 


Quoting Relative Spring Prices Be- 
fore Clearances 


Although it is not yet time for the 
usual clearance sales, but rather a time 
for consideration of stocks on hand and 
their condition, inventories and bal- 
ance sheets, the retail stores are inject- 
ing a little life into the situation by an- 
nouncement of special sales of com- 
pletely broken lines, odd lots, etc., at 
some reduction from the regular figure. 
But the cuts are by no means, as yet, 
below the profit-making level for the 
reason, as stated by retailers who have 
been interviewed, that even the odd-lot 
stuff is such serviceable merchandise 
that it is only a question of getting the 
size, the pocketbook and the footwear 
together to make a sale. It is further 
stated by the members of the retail trade 
generally that there will be no clearance 
sales this season worthy the name, for the 
reason that stocks are in a generally 
clean condition with relatively little 
merchandise that needs moving out in 
anything like a peremptory manner. In 
many Cases it is only necessary to quote 
relative Spring prices against the figures 
on Fall goods to give customers an idea 
of the values in the footwear now being 
offered at slight reductions. 


INCREASE IN. PRODUCTION 
The Present Outlook Is Encouraging 


Salesmen of most of the St. Louis 
wholesale and manufacturing houses are 
either coming in to headquarters, or will 
be in shortly, to go over the lines with 
the sales departments and to take up the 
new advance samples for Fall as well 
as discard the numbers which have been 
dropped from the lines for the coming 
season. A survéy of the samples so far 
brought through from the designing 
departments shows that St. Louis manu- 
facturers generally are following the 
lines laid down by the Atlied Shoe 
Trades Council and that everything 
possible is to be done to render produc- 
tion economical as well as efficient in 
getting out the greatest volume possible. 
Factory managers report that the labor 
situation is beginning to ease up some- 
what and that it will be possible to get a 
higher percentage of the factory ca- 
pacity through the plants than has been 
the case hitherto. In addition, the 
capacity of the St. Louis houses, as a 
whole, as a result of new factories and 
additions, including readjustments, etc., 
will be for the coming season from 
30,000 to 40,000 pairs per day greater 
than it was a year ago. This means 


that the St. Louis salesmen will take to 
the road with the advance Fall and late 
Spring and Summer lines with less 
strain on the bridle. Not enough prog- 
ress has been made as yet on the naming 


- of prices to determine what the Fall 


situation will be, but there is a general 
opinion that on all except the extreme 
high grades there will be a modification. 
In some instances the statement is made 
that there will be a reduction of 10 per 
cent, particularly on medium and popu- 
lar-price goods, those made of side 
leathers, etc. 


INCREASE LOCAL OFFICES 


Juvenile Shoe Corporation in At- 
tractive Headquarters 


The Juvenile Shoe Corporation, which 
has its offices in the Advertising Build- 
ing at 1627 Locust Street, has removed 
to new quarters on the same floor, now 
occupying rooms 300 and 301, which are 
much larger and more eligibly located 
than the former offices. The rooms are 
on the Locust and Seventeenth Streets 
corner of the building and have been 
rearranged and refitted to suit the needs 
of the company and its officers. The 
private offices of President Chester 
Reith, Vice-President A. L. McCall and 
B. B. Scheurer front on Locust Street 
and Seventeenth Street, while an in- 
terior reception room has also been 
arranged. Altogether, the change is not 
only in the direction of greater attrac- 
tiveness and comfort, but also efficiency 
in the operations of the headquarters 
officer of the company whose factories 
are at Carthage, Mo., and Beloit, Wis.

Retail Shoe Merchants Rushed— 
Shortage in Salesforce 


Since the holidays there hasn’t been - 


the usual bad slump, but business is 
stronger than usual, with the demand 
coming so strong that retail shoe mer- 
chants are really rushed. Some houses 
allowed clerks to go home for over the 
holidays, which resulted in more than 
one store being short of help. There is 
a shortage of really competent clerks in 
Louisville and several shoe men state 
that they can use one or two good sales- 
men or saleswomen. New men who 
reach Louisville and can show local 
retail shoe merchants that they know 
how to sell shoes are not having any 
trouble whatever in securing jobs. 


1920 PROSPECTS 


Indications for Continuation of 
High Prices—Bonuses for Em- 
ployes 


Prospects for 1920 are reported to be 
unusually good by many retail mer- 
chants, and, in fact, much better than 
January prospects in former years. In- 
dications are for a continuation of high 
prices, with ready buying. General 
conditions are good and retail merchants 
can’t see anything but bright prospects 
now. 

Numerous clearance sales on shoes, 
clothing, hats, millinery, etc., are being 
featured in the newspaper advertising 
of local merchants, but there is very 
little cutting observed in better grades 
of footwear. 

Several Louisville retailers announced 
bonuses for employes at the close of the 
year, the listing including the houses of 
Levy Brothers, Crutcher & Starks and 
Byck Brothers among others. 


CHRISTMAS EXCHANGES 


Practically Cleaned Up—Merchants 
Adhere to Footwear and Acces- 
sories 

Christmas exchanges have been 
cleaned up practically, although a few 
late returns are straggling in. In mak- 
ing exchanges, retail shoe merchants had 
considerable difficulty this year, due to 
the fact that stocks of holiday goods 
were badly shot to pieces and it was 
necessary in some cases to wait for 
other exchanges to balance the call. 
Some lines of silk hose, bedroom slip- 
pers, evening slippers, etc., were very 
low. During the year, Louisville retail 
shoe merchants have not made any 
special progress in developing side lines 
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other than those adhering strictly to the 
shoe industry, such lines as ties, hand- 
kerchiefs, etc., not having made much 
headway. 


BOARD OF TRADE 


To Co-operate Strongly with Retail 
Merchants in 1920 


Retail merchants are expected to cast 
a heavy vote in the directors’ election 
of the Board of Trade in order to place 
Eugene Straus of Herman Straus &

Hide and Skin Values Show Some Recovery Which 
Tends to Maintain Leather Position---Demand 
Is More Active---Export Trade Still Quiet 


More activity is noticed in the do- 
mestic market, and the fact that a 
prosperous business is predicted on all 
sides for the year rather stimulates 
interest in the leather market. The 
reaction in hides and skins toward 
stronger values has stimulated more 
interest in the leather situation. Shoe 
manufacturers as a whole report being 
sold far ahead, which tanners believe 
will give more confidence in maintain- 
ing present values. There is such a 
shortage of labor, particularly skilled 
labor, that shoe factory expansion is not 
likely to be indulged in to a great extent. 

Most of the leather going abroad is 
on old contracts, and the wide disparity 
in exchange interferes seriously with 
new export business. 


Few Care to Prophesy 

Many of the large tanners appear to 
agree that the situation is too complex 
to outline an accurate analyzation, so 
far as the world’s future hide and leather 
markets are concerned. During the 
year just past hides reached the highest 
point in history, and yet within the 
past few months they have shrunk as 
much as $6.00 to $7.00 per hide, and so 
what might happen the coming year is 
too uncertain to encourage prophecy. 
There seems to be a feeling that as high 
values may not be maintained as were 
reached last year. A lower hide and 
skin market during the next twelve 
months may result in the leveling of 
leather prices, but that any great re- 
action will set in which would ma- 
terially lower leather prices does not 
seem to be the outlook for the present. 


Side and Calf Leather Strong 


In upper leather the market is rather 
quiet and uneasy, especially in calf and 


side leather. At that, the calfskin 
market continues strong with a good 
demand. Light-weight skins, which 
moved slowly some months ago, were 
recently sold in large size blocks, and 
the market is pretty well cleaned up of 
light material. Quotations run all the 
way from 90c to $1.50 a foot, according 
to the grade, weight and tannage. 
Colored skins, and particularly the 
standard colors, recommended by the 
Allied Council, are the most sought 
after, and blacks sell about normally at 
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5 to 10c a foot lower. . There is a good 
call for ooze calf. Prices on this follow 
the trend of other calfskin leather. 

The call keeps up for side leather and 
it will continue very popular in all of 
the medium grades and many of the 
high-grade shoes. Side leather is quoted 
all the way from 60c to $1.00 per foot, 
with plenty available of a heavier 
variety for workingmen’s shoes, rang- 
ing from 40c to 60c per foot. Thereisa 
good call for buck leather in white and 
colors. 

The demand for patent leather is 
about normal, with a good deal of un- 
finished leather still to be delivered. 


Glazed Kid Very Popular 


The domestic business in glazed kid 
is active, but the export trade has fallen 
off to a marked degree, due to the ex-

change situation. In spite of the very 
high level of prices, there is no let-up in 
the demand for glazed kid for this 
market. There is virtually no change 
in prices, but the rawskin markets in 
the Orient continue very strong. India 
skins during the past month show a 
point 25 per cent above the last active 
trading. Competition in goatskin buy- 
ing is centered chiefly in the best varie- 
ties. The past 12 months have seen the 
most active and prosperous business in 
history in glazed kid. This excellent 
leather has certainly come into its own 
when we consider that not many years 
ago various plans were attempted to 
boost its popularity. 

There is no material change in the 
sole leather situation. Virtually all 
standard grades are in active demand, 
with quotations firmly maintained.
